1 have {ent this Letter to you, in the 
Bowels and Aﬀe<tion of a Miniſter of Chriſt, 
to aſſiit and comto:t you under your pre- 
ſent ſuterings, and to further you in the 
attainment of everlaſiing Reſt : earneſtly 
Praying, that the Grace and Bleſſing of God 
may accompany theſe tew lines to your 
effcctval Editication and Salvation: in or- 
der to which I humbly entreat you ſcriouſ- 

ly to peruſe the ſame. 
In the firſt pl:ce. Let me beg of you to 
coniider the righetous hand ot God in your 
reſent confinement and affliction; and to 
bh your hand upon your mouth, to ſup- 
preis ail murmuring and diſcontent at his 
Providence. For no man living has any 
Reaſon to complain againſt God's Govern- 
ment : Nor have you the leatt ground for 
it inthis caſe ; whether your palt Life hag 
been ſpent profirably or unprefitebly. It 
the former be your happy Caſe, it you 
have advanced in the Knowledge and 
prattice of all Chriſtian Dutys as you 
ought to have done : It may be, Gud has

Paul was ſent in Chains to Rome, that 
the Goſpel might {flouriſh there e{ro" ſs 
Bonds. And' it fo, you jmve great Hon- 
our done you as Gods Meſimge's: and you 
have tic happy opportunity of obtain- 
ing the infiaite Reward promiſed to ſuch 
as turn many to Righteon fm ſs, 

But if on rhe contrary, your poſt Lite, 

has been very barren and untronivl of all 
good, very negligent of the Oratuances 
of the Goſpel, and very guilty of tundry 
Impictics ard Immoralities : God here gra- 
ciouily gives you a time to repent ard 
reform, | \ 
Torments; You have rhen no manner of 
reaſon to complain of hard dealing trom 
the hand ot God, but on the contrary to 
admire his gocdneſs and Patience, and to be 
lifted up in Love and devot:on to him, 
who hath ſpared your Soul from Death, 
even trom eternal ]Death and drſiruttion, 
which is 1 ittly deſerved by every Sin, and 
1s G1maly challenged and provold by a 
continucd courſe of fin, So that in this

Firlt to make you ſenſible of your great 
Stn and -tojly in tlighting and negk cting 
the Ligi.t, Grace, and Mercy of tie Holy 
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Goſpel. That you might now by fad ex” 
prom be taught how miſerable it is to 

deſtitute of Chr:j/tian Sermons, Sabat hs, 
and Sacraments: To want the {2d of fpi- 
ritual Lite, the Light of revealed Doctring, 
and the converſation of holy and exem- 
pry Chriſtians. That you might now 
Jong after the publick Service of God, and 
above all things reliſh Communion with 
him thro' his San Telus Chriſt. 


And Secondly, an other reaſon of Gods 
fun providence in this your affliction may 

e, to withdraw you from your former 
evil Courſes, and to ſtop that fierce car- 
rier in Sin, which might perhaps, in the 
former polture of things, have been moral. 
ly remedileſs : Had you had your full Li- 
berty, your old companions, your 
plentiful} and unaffli State, you would” 
perhaps have gone on ſtill in thoſe Sins to 
which theſe circumſtances induced you: 
betore : And ſo you would have daily in- 
creaſed in guilt and hardneſs of Hearr. 
But now the ſcene is quite altered, and all 
things appear mew to invite you to ſerve 
God in newneſs of Life. 


We may well ſuppoſe that theſe were 
the kind intentions oF the gracious Proyi- 
dence of God in this preſent diſpenſation, 
becauſe we are aflured from his own word, 


That he corretts us for our Profit (Heb, 
I2, 
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I2.V. 5. nd that he dealeth with us 
herein as @ Father with his Children ) 
And when you have thorowly learnt theſe 
Leſions, which were the cauſe ct your be- 
ing brought into the Schoot of Afi: ion ; 
you may then comtortably hope that God 
will hind out means that his Bani/ſhed be 
not finally expel/ed; and that he will bring 
you to {.e your own Land again, when 
you know well how to value and improve 
the mercies of it. As a Gor:tleman ulcd 
to keep little Birds in Cages ti!] they 
could ting tunably and artificially, and 
then turn'd them looſe ito his Grove, 
when they had pertectly gotten their pro- 
per Letlons.

ot this preient World? And where you 
p:rceive any marks of your palt Guilt, raſh 
neis, and unthankfulneſs; ſay with the 
Prophet ( Amos. 7. 9.) {will bear the 
indignation of the Lord, becauſe I have 
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fenned againſt him. And then alſo, reti- 
ring to the moſt convenient Place that 
your preſent condition affords, pour out 
your Soul to God in earnelt prayer and

are ſuch Yows! And how ſorely will our 
Righteous God avenge every wiltul Viola- 
tion and {light of them ? This is called a 
trampling on Chriſt's blood, and the foreſt. 
| ment is threatned to ſuch tranſgreſ- 
ons : eſpecialy to ſuch as turn Renegado's- 
and deny this Faith into which they were 
Baptized in the name of the Father, the 

Son, and the Holy Ghoſt ; becauſe the 
count the blood of the Covenant an unholy. 
thing; they.count the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
an Impoſtor and a wicked cheat, and con- 
lequently his blood vile and baſe, and a. 
C-venant with him a deſpicable and hate- 
ta] thing to be renounced and abandoned. 
Ard they do deſpight to the ſpirit of 
Grace ; they treat that. Holy, gracious and 
Eternal Spirit with Scorn and Hatred; tho? 
it be that Spirit which alone can prepare 
us tor Eternal Salvation. So that- thus is 
tze moſt wretched and deſperate Cale thar 
we Can imagine, for it follows, Vcngeance 
is mine 1 will repay, ſaith the Lord, They 
ſhall teel the invtterable wrath of an A/- 
mighty God in it's molt horrible Execution 
upon them tor ever, cxcept they deeply- 
Repent; You have allthis, Hebr. 10. 28, 


29, 30, Where it is allo addedin the next 
vericces 
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verſe. 1t is a fearful thing to fail into 
the hands of the living God. So dreadtul 
indeed, that the wiſe and good Men of all 
Ages have choſen rather to be Sawn aſwn- 
der, or Torn with wild Beafts, or give their 
Borlies to be broild and expoſed to all the 
Miſerics that men could invent or inflict 
than to deny their Faith, and there fall 
under the Vengeance of Almighty God to 
all Eternity. Andthe leaſt grain of Faith 
muſt needs conſtrain us all to do the like, 
thro* the grace of God ; for what propor- 
tion is there berwixt the Anger of a frail 
man like ourſelves who can but hurt our 
bodys and that bur tor a /ittle while; and 
the diſpleaſure of an Erernal and Onmipe- 
ten; God, who can puniſh us not on] 
with all bodily tortures, bur' with ſack 
horror and defolation of Soul as far exceeds 
them, and that not only for Millions of 
Millions of Ages, but time without.

2. Conſider that the term of our pre- 
ſent Life is very uncertain, and at the ut- 
moſt very ſhort, Whether we live well 
or il!, we ſhall ſoon finiſh our Courſe, 
The mirth of wicked People is but ſhort 
at'the beſt: and the Labors and ſufferings 
of good People are but ſhort at the wortt. 
We ſhall ſoon have done with this proba- 
tional Lite, for our days upon Earth are 
but as a jbadow ( 1 Chron. 29. 1s. ) 
And there 1s- this vaſt difference in the 
preſent courſe of things between good 
and bad people. That the wicked Mans 
pleaſures dye in the enjoyment,and inward 
darkneſs and regret ſprings up in their 
room, it he Has any ſenſe left; But the 
good man's Difficulties arc leflen'd every. 
moment, and there is an eternal tounda- 
tion of comfort laid hereby. The wicked 
perſon has a /itrle Swnſbine inthe _— 
as Sodom had; and like it, is ſuddenly 
overwheim'd by a ſhower of Fire and Brim- 
ſtone. And the faithful Chriſtian, has a 
little bad Weather perhaps in the morning, 
bur he 1s riding out of it into perfets ſe- 
rexity and Bliſs. The one ſays with 7o- 
nathan, I have taſted a little Honey, and 
I muſt dye for it. The other ſays, with 
St. Pa, I have fought & good Pig. I

in company With other howling delſpera- 
does, and mocking Devils! Where is our 
ſenſe, and our ſelt-love, when we do nor. 
ſtrive to eſcape this place of Torment ? 
For it is the amazing aggravation of theſe 
miſeries, that they never end, How dole- 
fal a thought is it that after all the time 
we can think of is {pent, there will {till 
be as much torture to come tothe damned 
as atthe Firſt moment in which they en- 
tered into it ! Let not ſuch a thought as 
this paſs oft haſtily »2y Brother, but give 
your mind leiſure to confiaer it till it Kills 


the very thought and detue of hintal injoy- 
ments 
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injoyments which are but for a moment. 
Suppoſe therefore, that a nimble Writer 
did ſet himſelf for one whole day to ad- 
vance the bigelt ſurnm in Numerarion that 
he was able : How vaſt would the num- 
ber of Years be that he would ſer down 
before Night! every lingle figure that he 
made towards the cloſe of his Labour 
would contain an inconceivable term of 
time, and the whole ſumm would utterly 
aſtoniſh us, 

Now, I wouldask any one who beleives 
a Lite to come, whether of theſe rwo 
conditions is to be choſen, cither to live 
Fhreeſcore and ten years ( the common 
Age of man ) in the love and ſervice of 
God, and then to enjoy all defirable Bleſ- 
ſings for all thoſe Millions of fm which 
would be contained in that furnm before 
mentioned? Or, on rhe other hand, To 
live aceording to our tooliſh and extrava- 
gant Will tor the ſpace of Seventy years 
and then to ly in flames and exquihte tor- 
tures for ſuch a veſt and aſtoniſhing term 
of Nears, as the atorelaid Arithmetician 

d ſet down? In this caſe: every one 
would ſpeedily determine for the ſervice 
of God, and the blefied Hope thar attends 
it. And yer, this is _— ot 2 paral- 
lel caſe to Ercrnity. For tho', not onely 
that one man, but every perſos in the 
World, added ſurmm to ſumm throughout 
theis whole Lite, and if all the a_ 
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ood and bad, threw in all the Numbers 
that they were able, to ſwell the prodigi- 
ous Account to the utmoſt Advance they 
could and atter this double and treble the 
whole to the utmoſt that your mind can 
ws" Yet ſtil] thcre is more in this onc 
word Eternity than all this. And we ma 
hence learn, what wonders a lively Faith 
in the Goſpel of our Loxd would be able to 
do, were it duely improved and excitcd! 
It would not only remove Mounta7xs, but 
the whole World, when ever it ſtood in our 
way to Heaven : and we ſhould with great 
ſcornand indignation fay, what ſhould I be 
advantaged, if I gain'd the whole World, 
and loſt my immortal Soul by the ow 

Fix your mind {crioully on theſe things, 
my Brother ; till you find your heart affett- 
ed with the meditation, and then direct 
your Soul with tervor to the Throne of 
Grace, and ſay. 


Bleſſed God who art the Light and 
Life and my of all thy Creatures, 
wvouchſafe I beſeech thee, to pity and 
pardon me a wile Creature that have lon 
lived in darkneſs and folly and Unbelief. 
How little have I conſidered the weighty 
things of thy Law, and the diſmal conſe- 
uences of tranſgreſſng it. I have been 
Linded, and hardned by unbelicf and 1:;c01.= 
ſideration, and the love of this World, and 
have wot duely deny'd my (mfal Luſts and 
Paſſions, 
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Paſſions, nor faithfully employ'd thy Ta- 
lents, O Lord wouchſafe ts param all my 
paſt enormities thro the Blood of attone- 
ment ſhed by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, whom 
it pleaſed thee to appoint as a propitiation 
or our Sins and a mediator for Sinners. 
And be pleaſed of thy goodn: ſs to deter- 
mine my}Soul unalterably for thy Kingaom 
and the Righteouſneſs thereof, in oppoſition 
to all the all/arcments of the World, the 
Fleſh, and the Devil. And grant that 
thro* the gracious condutt of thy Bleſſed 
Spirit I may daily advance in all grace ; 
and may overcome all the temptations of 
things ſeen, by a firm Pelief of things in- 
viſible. O Lord, wouchſafe to ſettle and 
envigorate my faithin tbe Eternity of thoſe 
rewaras and Puniſhments which thou haſt 
been pleaſed to annex to our good or Evil

what there is in Chriſttanity above other 
Religions, and will judge of it accordin 
to what they obſerve in you, be it g 
or bad, O what a motive is this to the 
ſtriteſt Vertue and Piety! Since your Lord 
and Maſter will be accounted a Divine 
and Bleſſed Saviour, or a baſe cheat and 
__— according to your =_u or bad: 
behaviour. Tea, and ſome of thoſe Infi- 
dels who might have been brought over 
to your Religion by your fingular Piety, 
wil —_— be hardened againſt it by 
our looſeneſs and debauchery. $0 rhat 
ere are two of the moſt conſtraining con- 
{iderations to induce you to holineſs of 
Lite, beſides thoſe other which have been 
already laid before you : which ought to 
conſtrain you to ſhun all appearance of 
Evil: and to make you caretul to ſhew 


before an wnbeleiving People what Purity, 
meekneis 
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meeknefs, Sobriety, Patience, Charity, and 
integrity our boly Rels gion teaches and 
produces, Oh! dare not ſwear, lye, curſe, 
or cheat; or to be drunk, patſonate, cla- 
mororous, or abuſive: Burt in mcekneſs and 
patience poſſeſs ye your Souls, as having 
your converſation in Heaven, and your 
hearts fee on things above. And then, 
God will in his time, either remove you to 
your own Land, or what's better, to his: 
heavenly Kingdom. In the contemplation 
of which, you may humbly addreſs your 
folf to your Heavenly Sovereign and (ay, 


Lord, the Creator and Judge of all, 

who art of infinite holineſs and per- 
feftion, aud haſt determined that 

wi thout holineſs no man ſhall ſee thy recon- 
ciled Face, Be pleaſed, 1 humbly beſeech 
thee, to ſave me my Sins thro our 
Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and by 
thine = Spirit to ſanfify me in Soul and 
Body, that I may glorify thy name on 
Earth and do the work which thou haſt 
given me to do. Vouchſafe, good God, to 
work in me that purity of h:art, to which 
thou haſt promiſed an infinitly bleſſed viſien. 
And make me to glorify thine holy name 
among (i theſe ſirangers to the common. 
wealth of Iſrael amongſt whom I ſojourn : 
And be pleaſed to take from them all hard-
